to continue Our deareſt Royal Brother to be Our High Commiſſioner in all the Seffions, and until the end | 
of that Our Parliament : Ayd to the effeR, all the Members thereof may attend that day, in the uſual way, | 
and upon the accuſtomed Certifications, and that. Our Pleaſure may be known in the Premiſes, O UR WILL | 
I'S, and We Charge you ſtriftly, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat ' 
Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat Croſſes of the Burghs of this Kingdom , and thereat , in Our Name [ 
and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publication of the ſaid Adjournment of Our faid Parliament , fromthe faid 
eighth day of April, to the faid ninth day of September, next enſuing ; Requiring hereby all the Members of that 
Our Parliament to attend that day, in the uſual way , and upon the accuſtomed Certifications The which to 


do, We commit to you c6njunaly and ſeverally, Our full Power, by theſe Our Letters, delivering them by you -Þ 
duely Execute , and Indorſed again to the Bearer. ” | | 5 \
